The 
important thing for every member of 
the church to bear in mind is that 
her glory is inter imner life and in 
the holiness of her character; it is not 
in spectacular ritualistic ceremonial, 
ornate display, nor in outward ordin- 
ances, “having a show of godliness 
but denying the power thereof.” The 
glory of the church is within and is 
expressed outwardly by thought, word 
and deed in deadly conflict with and 


vividly contrasted with the life of the]’ 


wicked world, which is always at en- 
mity with the Lord, The glory of the 
church is manifested in the character 
gilts ard graces of her individual 
members. Faith, hope, love, patience, 
humility, longauffering,. meekness, 
temperance, purity, righteousness, are 
the prismatic rays which concentrate 
themtelves into holy zeal for truth and 
for the extension of Christ’s kingdom. 
‘As these things are expreeacd by pre- 
cept and practice the church honors 
her Great Head and in return He hon- 
‘ora her with His glory. 

So much by way of exegesis; now for 
a practical application of its teach- 
ing. 

Let us notice in beginning that in 
the church of Jesus Christ, constitu- 
tionally, there is no account taken of 
sex. The King’s daughter includes 
both women and men. To each alike 
belongs the responsibility for the glory 
within, that ia expressed without in 
actions, upon which the light of truth 
‘and purity shines with a refiection 
such as the suolight finds in the carly 
dew drops fresh from heavogy for the 
revivifying of the opening flowers. 

We can conceixedof such « reflection 
of the divine’ upoa the man and wo- 
man in the'garden of Eden. From 
that pure, sinless condition that found 
joy-in converse and communion with 
God, man receded. One of the baleful 
consequences of the human withdraw- 
ing from communion aml fellowship 
with the divine, was a loses of the 
eense of the man's sin being equal 
with that of the woman when violating 
or offending 
ageinet moral or social parity. This 





inequality of responsibility fur a 
while life for two, to the shame of 
the man, and the abuse of the woman, 
prevailed even among the covenanted 
people of God, meeting with but little 
protest, unt:] Josus came, and it still 
continues among heathen nations. 

Jesuz, when establishing Hia king- 
dom upon ¢arth demanded equal re- 
sponsibility between the man and 
the woman with yegari to all sin. 
The church of Jesus Christ has not 
en true to her trust regarding this 
matter; she has not insisted upon 
maintaining song her membere a 
“white life’ for botB sexes. When 
man and'woman unite in wrecking 
the moral life of home and family and 
breed and foster” ‘criminal impurity in 
church and \state, the one shoukl be 
held quite as guilty as the other. 
*Toleration of vice in one hall of the 
race and # demand for virtue in the 
other half, is in itself a sin against 
both heaven and earth and an offence 
against both God and siature. 

Even if we should leave Christ and 
Hie religion out of our lives, a sense 
of right shouldsdemapd that the per- 
sonal: habits of men and women should 
be judged upon the same level; and 
where our Lord and His doctrines are 
respected the level shoukl be the 
table-land of love upon which’ the 
light of heaven falls and reveals no 
spot of defilement. Ee, 

By the oral cole of our Christian 
civilization every woman knows that 
she must walk the straight line of a 
“white life’ or men who value women 
worthy of the name will look upon 
her with disdain. Every man ehould 
also know that, in the eyes of pure 
women the same Is true of him, Thus 
it is in the best interest of both alike 
that 3 “white life for two” should be 
earnestly mainteined. We woukl! that 
the girls ofthis generation would sec 
with a vision made clear by the touch 
of the nail-pierced hand of Him who 
loves them, the beauty and value of 
that sweet maiden modesty which is 
the forerunner of pure and noble wo- 
manhood, 

There ia for woman a modesty in 
dreas,in manner and in epeech which 
rendera her presence ax healthful to 
fhe souls of men ax a breeze from the 
hills of God. We would that every 
boy and young man would learn to 
cherish in heart and life such respect 
for truth and purity as stampa the 
man worthy of the trust and confi- 
ence of the nobleat of mothers, daugh- 
ters, sinters, sweethearts and wives. 
_The ideal of a “white life for two" 
is spoken of by some aa being out of 
the question, and that the heights of 
irreproachable character are out of the 
reach of young cJimbers. Thix is a 
slander upon God end nature, and 
also on man anh wensy, When 
preaching in the interest of bene and 
family life there is a special factor 
we count upon without which hope of 
success ia poctible, That le a re-

Spray with Bordeaux mixture, 
strength 4 to § pounds of copper sul- 
phate (bdluest > and 4 pounds of 
lime to 40 gallogs (imperial) of wat- 
er. Commence’ spraying when the 
plants are from fire to eight inches 
high, ahd keep the foliage covered 
witn Bordedux throughout the sea- 
son. Forty)to 100 gallons of the Bor- 
deaux mixture. will be required for 
each application, the amount to be 
used depending upon the size of the 
plants. Take special care to see that 
the spraying Is very thoroughly done 
if the weather is at cl! damp about 
the 15th of July, as blight often be- 
gins at this time. Adda poison when 
necessary for potato beeties—arsen- 
ate of lead paste, 3% Ibs, to each 40 
gallons of the liquid spray, or Paris 
green 2 Ibé: to 40 gallons or a miz- 
ture of 2 Ibe. of arsenate of lead 
paste and 1 Ib. of Paris green to 40 
gallons, From three to seven appli- 
cations should be made, depending 
upon the season, the wetter the wea- 
ther the larger the number, Do not 
put off spraying because It looks like 


j rain. If the spray is on the plants 


half an hour before the mes 
it will be dry and sufficient of it will 
stick to prevent infection, which 
takes place during or soon after rain. 
Spraying as described above should 
prevent not only late Dlight and rot 


| but also early blight and potato 


beetles. For late blight and rot only, 
it is not necessary to commence 
spraying until about the 10th of 
July, but in Ontario it is usually ad- 
visable to spray for all three, 

A band pump barrel sprayer can 
be used for small lots of potatoes. 
Most men who grow any considerable 
acreage of potatoes consider that a 
power potato sprayer Is a good in- 
Yestment. The best results from 
spraying are obtained with machines 
fitted with T-joint attachments so as 
to msure covering both surfaces of 
tbe leaves at each spraying. 


Precautions Necessary to Insure 
Success, 


1, Start spraying before the blight 
appears. Spraying is done to prevent, 
not to cure. 

2. Spray thoroughly, which can be 
done only when the mixture is ap- 
plied with a good pressure so as to 
Insure covering every portion of the 
plants. 

3. Do not hesitate to spray be- 
cause it look like rain. If the spray 
is on the plants balf an hour S2fore 
rain comes sufficient of it will stick 
to prevent infection, which. takes 
place during or soon after rain, If 
the spraying Js left until after a pro- 
longed rain it is very likely to be too 
late to do much good. 

4. Careless spraying never pays.

OTTASVA, Ont., July 5—The judg- 
ment of the Alberta Court of Appeal, 
according to a statement issued her> 
ffect the custody or moving of troops.

DUST MULCH. 

The surface of the ground in your 
war garden should never be allowed to 
become so hand that « crust is formed, 
Regular stirring of the top soil creates 
a perfect dust mulch which is invalu- 
able if you want growth.

The chewing insects are easiest to 
recognize since they eat the plants, 
They do a good deal of damaze when 
they are worms. In maturity they be- 
come beetlesamoths and butterflies 
amd are a still greater menace. 

The worms and beetles should | be 
killed by spraying or dusting on the 
plants areenate of lead or Paria green. 
Some of the chewing ‘insects, like the 
cutworms, are killed by poisoned bait 
like bran mixed with molasses and 
Paris green. Garden slugs are also 
killed in this manner.

Feeding the garden insects on pois- 
on is the surest way of keeping them 
from Seeding on the vegetables you are 
growing for your own use. 

Arsenate of lead is the simplest pois- 
on te handle. It comes in two forms, 
powder and paste. The powder ix 
easiest {o weigh out and handle and 
it keeps indefinitely. One ounce will 
go’ad far'as two ounces of paste, 

Paris green ia more expensive and 
does not mix with water aa well as 
arsenate of lead. Furthermore, it will 
burn plants if it does not have two or 
three times its weight of lime added 
to the water. Used in Bordeaux it 
does not need the extra lime. In’ pre- 
paring the.spraying mixture use half 
an ounce of Paris green an! two 
ounces of lime in tive gallons of water.

Not Cheap Fish, 
but Fish Cheap! 


“Cheap fish or fish cheap!" Sounds 
the same, doesn't it? But there is 
# difference. In substituting fish for 
meat, Canadian housewives ‘have be- 
come’ very discriminating. ‘Cheap 
fish"" sounds like it. It_is invariably 
associated with cheap dress goods, 
cheap furniture abd—cheap other 
things. In fact it falls under the 
odium of ‘cheapness as applied to 
mean and worthless articles. 

The Canada Food Board in the easly 
days of food conservation, made the 
pardonable mistake of adrocating 
“cheap” fish as a substitute for beef 
and pork. -It fadn't learned the psy- 
chology. of the human and feminine 
mind with -regard tothe term and 
their efforts suffered a little in conse- 
uence >The housewife who was offered 
“cheap cod, haddock, pullock, skate, 
whitefish or flatfish by the local fish 
dealer disliked the sound and: passed 
these varieties by for the Inxurious 
and expensive salmon. and halilfit. 
These fish, because of their high prico 
must necessarily be much superior in 
quality and food value, she reasoned 
but at the same time registered a 
strong protest at the prices charged. 

The Food. Board officials knowing 
fish but pardonably uoaware of pre: 
judices of the public mind could not 
undertand why excellent fish tetail- 
ing from 10 to 15 cents per pound 
should be ignored in favor of varieties 
selling from 28 to 35 cents. The board 
had done a great deal of hard work 
stimulating fish production, arranging 
transportation facilities and keeping 
the price to the consumer at a rea. 
sonable figure. Its efforts in this dir- 
ection receired encouragement—some 
but not enough.

WATER! WATER!! WATER!!! 

The war garden early in’ July has 
vapally a hard time holding its own 
Hn the heat and drought. Veget- 
abla look rather wilted and need a 
vou! deal of watering if they are to 
keep on growing. There is nothing te 
equal the natural rainfall, but we can- 
not order the weather and must take 
what is handed sut to ua by Provi- 
dence. ms 

Vegetablen are thiraty creatures. 

They want a good long drink, not a 
mere eyinkling. Often they look well 
waters! when they have had only the 
most superficial bath. They should

rather in the cool of the evening, The 
vegetables, auch asx toma 
Stoo, corn and so on, can get along 
with little water, but celery, lettuce, 
cabbage, and other greena must 
watered abundantly.

Hill it) ax it 
growa, but be careful notte get the 
soil ab ve the heart, Go on. setting 
out late celery aa fast a you can find 
room for it in the spaces left vacant 
by the thining of early vegetables, 

A LETTUCE TIP. 

Lettuce should be sown three times 
during July, and the young seedling 
mnuet be kept well watered. In fact 
all lettuce should be kept very moist 
toprevent it from running to seed too 
quicly, 

Good, crisp lettuce is something that 
all war gardeners are keen to have, 
and frequently it is = disappointment 
to-them to find it: going to eced and 
coarsening in the process. 

If you have not planted your lettuce 
in a shaded place, you’ might build a 
cheesecloth frame over the plants that 
are beginning to head up, and spray 
them night and morning during the 
hot weather. This.is the real oecret 
of good crisp. lettuce,

1887 he came to Canajla and following 
his profession becanie identified with 
the railway expanéion, just beginning 
to manifest itself and which had since 
had such wonderful development. . He 
was one of the chief engineers on the 
Intercolonial Railway and later joined 
the staff of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way, being one of that noble band of 
engineers who conquered tremendous 
difficulti¢a of forest, muskez and 
mountairy barriers and laid the iron 
rails from sea to sea, 

Mr. Carre made his home in Belle- 
ville from 186G to 1868, and on August 
9, 1866, a notable event in his life took

The engine furnishes, say, 200 
horse-power to the propeller, while 
ihe plane goes ninety miles an hour, 
if this were exerted, all of it, as 
“thrust” without loss, it would be a 
steady push of $33 pounds, at ninety, 
miles an hour. But the fact is that 
under the very best conditions less 
than 108 pounds of thrust is realls- 
ed.

Further losses to which the 108 
pounds of thrust:are later subjected 
must not be confused with those In- 
cldent to operating the propeller it- 
self and producing the thrust. 

To put the matter of propeller loss 
another way, If the power supplied to 
the engine were all utilized or trans- 
formed into thrust by the propeller, 
being 108 pounds in the case atated, 
am engine of only twenty-six horse- 
power would be required,

of 500 pounds. The twenty-six horse-

Vienna is desoribed in a despatch ‘to 
the Berlin Tageblatt from its Vienna 
correspondent, who. says: 

The daily rations per head are fixed 
ed at approximately three ounces of 
bread and- flour, substitutes, one ounce 
of meat less than a quarter ounce of 
fat, two and a half :tinces of potatocs 
three-quarters of an ounce of jam, and 
a quarter of an ounce of. war coffee, 
making the total daily allowanco seven 
and three-quarters ounces,”’ 

These rations may be supplemented 
by, recourse to secret channels and by 
the payment of exorbitant prices, the 
correspondent declares. For example 
flour'can be secured by paying ‘the ¢ 
quivalent of from $1.50 to $5 2 pound 
meat at. from'$5.75 to $7 and hore- 
flesh at 83.50 2 pound. Meals at the 
middleclass restaurants cost $3.50.

PAOLA, Kan., Jusy 16.—Three pez 
sons. were shot and the mail and ex- 
press cars were looted by a dozen 
bandits who held up a fast Missouri 
hansas & Texas passenger train carly 
yesterday at Koch, a siding three 
miles east of this city. They com- 


pelled the engine crew to detach the; 


mall and empress cars and ran them 
away, and then fied north in motor 
cars. 

Details of the robbery In which two 
of the trair crew and a woman pa3- 
scDger were wounded by bullets from 
the bandits’ guns, as related by rail- 
read employees, scem to indicate the 
robbers ‘shot up” the train to terror- 
ize the passengers and crew.

Miltary men attach great impor- 
tance to the lateral railway lines 
around Soissons and say that if Gen- 
Foch can get his artillery into posi.

It is an accepted fact that the 
increase in motor ‘car thefts is 
to carelessness on 
driver in not properly loc! 
when left on the street. Ninety-eight 
per cent. of the thefts are on the street 
and represent motor cars taken from 
the city curbs. 

The wids use of the automobile per- 
mits thieves to make a careful selec- 
tion of their prey with the idea of se- 
curing ‘best value for their. trouble 
and of making an easy getaway. While 
no actual figures of motor car thefts 
hare been compiled in Canada recent- 
ly, it is known that the figure is stag 
gering. The number of thefts report- 
ted daily by the police of Toronto brings 
our city up to the average city of the 
United States. From the following 
figures therefore some idea of the ¢x- 
tent of the crime in Toronto may be 
gleaned. t 

In fifty of the largest cities of the 
United States there were 22,700 auto. 
mobiles stolen during .a recent period 
of nine months, Of this number 8000 
cars. were nat recovered, and those 
that were’ found by the police were, 
in many. capes Tepitued to their own- 
«xs in a badly smashed condition. With 
the average values of motor cars, this 
theft of motor cars represents a loss 
of $3,600,000, 

An organised band of motor car 
thieves is whually found in centres 
where there are Many prospects, and 
shefe oppatition to the crime is not 
too effective. The great percentage of 
thefts jis not considéteyl, to be due to 
laxity on the part of pdlice officials, as

Sir William Hurst Announces Policy of Government in Effort to 
“help Meet the Sertous Situation Existing Throughout Ontario

TORONTO, Jaly.23.—With the offer 
te loan the municipalities of Ontario 
up to $2,000,000 the Ontario: Govern- 
ment has proposed definite plans lodk- 
ing to the solution of the housing prob- 
lem. Yesterday. the government's 
policy was ‘announced when a ketter 
from Sir William Hearst to Sir Jobn 
Willison, chairman of the housing 
committee of the organization of re 
sources committee was made | public 
The terms and conditions of the loan 
are as follows: 

(1) The total amount loaned by 
the province shall not exceed $2,- 
000,000. 

(2) Any municipality receiving 
a loan from the government must 
add at least 25 per cent. to the 
amount received, so that for every 
$1000 received by way of govern- 
ment loan, at least $1250 shall be 

expended in home construction, 

(3) The money sball be loaned © 
to the municipaljties by the pso- 
vincial government , on credit of .. 
the municipalities in'a manner to 
be hereafter arranged. / 

(4) The rate of interest payable 
by the municipalities shall be, five 
per cent. per annum, 

(5) Tho types of houses to be 
constructed with the proceeds of 
the aforesaid loan shall (a) not 
exceed in cost for cach house $2500 
{b) The houses to be offered to the 
workingmen and women on casy 
payment. (c) Where the house 

and land are rented the monthly 
* rental shall not exceed $25. (d) 

The building scheme of each mun- 

icipality, including the plotting of 

the buildings on the land the plans 
of the houses, the form of constarc- 
tion, the location of the land to 

he developed shall be approved by . 

the Government of Ontario. 

(6) The period of the loans 
abore mentioned shall be for such 
less period as may be decided up- 
on by the municipalities and the 
government. A 

(7) The municipalities shall not 
charge against houses erected un- 
der proposed scheme, more than 
five per cent., either in respect 
of the money receited by way of 
Joan from government or money 
contributed by municipality.

‘church life and religion generally of the war. Prophecies have been made 
that the religious awakening and democracy of the trenches would re- 
sult in a new and universal church of religion after the war. As a mat- 
ter of fact there is no need of a new religion, but there is great need of a 
more intimate conception of real religion, the religion of unselfishness. 
from which mankind has been drifting away. A voice from the trenches 


comes in an article in the Boston Transcript by William T. Ellis, an] the recruit. 


American war correspondent, who discusses the attitude of the oldier to- 
ward religion as follows: 


In the privacy of their letters—for they soon learn to 
disregard the censor—they unveil their trucr, deeper selves. 
Face to face with the ‘great realities of life, and with their 
experience deepened and enlarged, they have come te an ap- 
preciation of the ultimate things that they did not have in 
the easier days of their civilian life. Their position is that 
of France, which has dropped her former atheism, and has 
come to regard God as the first factor in her life. Spiritual 
values have come to their own place in all the armies of this 
war with whose thinking we are conversant. 

Out’ among the troops I, found that there was a more 
general acceptance of church services, if they were simple

Faith is stripped to 
the buff in the trenches. Nobody cares for any elaborate + 
expression of belief. .These men believe they: are doing 
their bit for God when they help to break the grp of the 
Hun upon the earth. They are convinced that the essential 
righteousness of our cduse makes it God's cause. If we 
have much at stake in this war, God has more. Therefore 
they are serving him when they go ahead in. uncomplaining 
Joyalty to do their part in winning the war. Fidelity to the 


task is the first expression of worship. ¢

War C Conference 


OTTAWA, July 24.—An official re- 
sume of the deliberations of the Im- 
perial War Conference, now being held 
in London, and attended by Sir Rob- 
ert Borden and his colleagues in Eng- 
land, Mas been cabled to the Director 
of Public Information here, by the 
British Ministry of Information. The 
cable reads: 

“The Imperial War Conlerence, dur- 
ing the past week, has dealt with the 
question of the settlement of ex-<service 
men, reaffirming the principle laid 
down at the last conference in favor 
of arrangements by which intending 
emigrants from the United Kingdon 
may be induced to settle in countries 
under the ‘British fleg. It expressed 
the opinion that representatives of the 
Dominions should keep in closest 
touch with any new body established 
by “His Majesty’s Government to 
supervise emigration from the United 
Kingdom, and that the sppviniment 
of a consultative committee, not ex- 
ceeding ten members, on which repre- 
sentatives of the Dominions shguld sit 
to advisé any such body, would afford 
the best means of co-operation.” 

On motion of Sir Joseph Ward, who 
brought forward the question at the 
last conference, a resolution was also 
passed on the subject of cable com- 
munication, emphasizing the need, in 
the highest interest of the Empire, for 
telegraphic rates. being further re- 
duced. “AY 

“A resolution was passed in connec- 
tion with the ‘Mineral Resources Bur- 
eau, which was dealt\with at the last 
conference, the number of the repre- 
gentatives on the governing body, and 
the allocation of expenditure. 

“The conference also discussed the 
question of giving preference in Gov- 
ernment contracts to the Empire's raw 
materials. 

“Temptations to Dominion troops in 
thie country were also discussed, and 
the opinious indicated by resolution of 
last year's resolution, as to_peed for 
action were repeated.

COLD storage is a room 
or building, depending upon 
the size, cooled by ice or 

i by some mechanical means. 
In short, it is a place for keeping food 
products cool in the hot weather. 
Since the farms produce the food 
and since the cooling of it should be 
done quickly and immediately after 
its production, say milk for example, 
fn order to keep it in good condition 
as long as possible, would it not seem 
good business and economy to have 
the cold storage on the farm? This 
applies to our farms particularly 
Since they produce such very per 
ishadle products as milk, butter, 
eges, fruit and meat: If there was 


no other advantage in having cold 
storage on the farm than that {t pro- 
vides a place in which to keép the 
datly vietuals cool and sweet, there 
would seem to be a good reason for 
including it in the farm equipment. 

There are many ways of providing 
& small cold storage on the farm, but 
with the exception of very large fruit 
or dairy farms, the same principle 
applies to all, namely, that ice is 
used as the means of cooling. The 
method of applying the ice to the 
best advantage constitutes the prob-|# 
Jem in each individual case, This is 
why no one system can be recom- 
mended for all cases, It is my intea- 
tion ™ describe briefly below one 
type which should give, good service 
in many farm homes. 

The particular name of this sya- 
tem is the Bunker system. It con- 
sists of a small room a few feet 
square with a bunker or box or rack | 
at one side for holding the cakes of 
fee. It is separated from the room 
by @ partition which ia kept a few 
inches off the floor and likewise from | 
the ceiling. The bunker has a slat- 
ted floor with pan just below to 
tatch water which Is dispoied of 
readily through a drain. This: ar- 
rangement provides a natural means 
for the cold air to drop down to the 
floor, escape into the cdoling room 
proper and for the warm air to pass 
up over the partition to the ice, Bo 
long as this bunker is kept supplied 
with {co there will be a natural fow 
of cold alr through the storage room. 
If the room be well insulated It 
should be possible to maintain a tem- 
perature of about 40 deg. Fahrenheit 
andafairty dryatmosphere.

City Conveniences for Country. 


‘The desirability and importance of 
an ample supply of pure water on 
every farm can hardly be over empha- 
sized. Perhaps more than any other 
food element it determines the 
healthy and robust development of 
the body. Inversely, deadly disease 
germs lurk in the impure waters of 
cOntaminated wells which may bring 
death with Httie warning Into the 
family circle, Without great. expense 
the water supply on the average farm 
may be so protected as to prevent 
contamination and it surely seems 
the part of wisdom in every case to 
ensure an abundant ‘supply of pure 
water for man and beast. 

Where the houschold supply must 
be drawn from a well or a stream 
at some distance from the dwelling 
the physical labor involved ja'great. 
It may be assumed that when no 
plumbing js Installed an allowance of 
ten gallons per person per.day for all 
purposes is necessary. With a family 
of four someone — often the house- 
wife — must carry 400 pounds of 
water a day, or over one ton a week. 

In the stable much the same con- ¢ 
ditions exist. The task of, pumping 
water by hand for a large number of 
live stock is slow and arduous— 
wasteful of time and trying to the 
temper. And in cold, stormy weather 
the stock when driven to an outside 
tank or an ice-covered stream, will 
rarely drink sufficient for their best 
performance or development. 
Water systems In each case pay their 
way in dollars as well as in conreni- 
ence, comfort and health. 

The question of cost is important. 
Many improvements may be made, 
howerer, such as safeguarding 
the well from pollution, install- 
ing a hydraulic ram, septic tank, 
gravity system, etc., which are not 
very expensive and when the farmer 
is able to do a good deal of the work 
himself, the cost is reduced tos point 
where thousands can afford the in- 
stalations.

In this respect. MUEK out jugt 
enough to keep the udder soft the 
day after the lambs have been wean- 
ed. After two days’ time they are 
again milked out. Some ewes do 
mot need any more attention after 
the second milking. Such ewes may 
be marked to indicate that they are 
dry. Three more days should elapse 
Ddefore the next milking is done and 
this method followed until it is cer- 
tain the eatire flock is safe. In con- 
junction with the method outlined 
above the ewes should be separated 
some distance from the lambs, and 
be on scant pastures until all aro per- 
fectly dry. This is a good time to 
go over the Sock arid cull out all up- 
desirable members, Non-producers 
and those with broken mouths and 
poor udders should not be retained. 
A good Seal of the success of the 
subsequent lamb crop will depend 
upon the treatment the ewes receive 
from time of weaning until after they 
are bred. They should have good 
pastures and be given an opportunity 
of putting on Sesh. This is what is 
commonly called “flushing.” Nothing 
fs better for this purpose than rape 
pasture. It is usually from six weeks 
to two months from date of sowing 
that rape is ready for pasture. If 
rape pasture is

Woe unto 
the sucker or other enemy which ap- 
pears too near to the nest. Tho faith- 
ful paternal guardian darts fiercely 
after it and attempts to rip it open 
with his dorsal fin, By this means. 
unless he is attacked by overwhelin- 
ing numbers of carp oF caught’ by 
the angler, the father bass is able to 
hatch his brood and care for them 
until they scatter for food. 

“The basses cannot be artificially 
propagated, and for the supply of 
such fishes wo must according de- 
pend upon the vigilance of father 
bess. The spawning time of all 
fishes is governed by water tempera- 
ture. In normal season In Ontario 
waters the basses do not leave 
pests before July 1, and in late sea- 
sons the male bass may be soon hoyr- 
ering over bis nest until well past 
the middle of July. 

“Let us therefore give father bass 
a chance to do his bit in food con- 
servation by working for an exten- 
sion of the close season until July 1, 
and let us refrain from Ssbing over 
the spawning beds whenever we find 
him guarding his nest, cveo if it be 
during the open scason.”*

Newfoundland Seal Fishery. 

The séat Ashery for 1918. which 
has just closed, was only a fair one 
on account of weather and {co con- 
ditions, It was prosecuted by 12 
steamships, 11 of which went to the 
fee pans off the northeast coast of 
the island and the other to the Gulf 
of St. Lawrence, One vessel made & 
second voyage, the only one making 
a second trip since 1897. She was 
only fairly successful, as although 
the seals wero very plentiful, weath- 
er conditions were most unfavorable. 
The northern fcet report that on 
March 16 It experienced the most 
pevere storm for 46 years, and the 
veasel that prosecuted the fishery in 
the gulf reported. similar conditions,, 
it belng impossible for the steamet 
to get around owing to terrific 
storms and heavy ice. 

The total catch of seals amounted

in value of $346,836. Owing to the 
great demand for all kinds of oils, 
the price paid for seals has been the 
highest on record—$12 per hundred- 
weight for young seals, $9.40 for 
bedlamers, and $9 for old seals. 

About. 2,000 seals were taken by 
landsmen this season, and they were 
found between Cape Spear and Cape 
Baneviata—Commerce Reports.

U-Boat Submerged 
Prisoners on Deck 


LONDON, July 30.—The survivors 
of two sailing trawlers, respectively 
Critish and Belgian, just brought into 
a British port, tell-a terrible tale of 
German cruelty. The British trauler 
was sunk before dawn on Friday by 
a bomb and the crew was taken aboard 
the gubmarine. Three hours later the 
Relgian tranler was sighted and sunk 
and the crew, sonsisting of a father 
and son ako were taken aboard. All 
were kept on the submarine’s eck 
near the conning tower and when a 
ipatrol’ boat ‘appeared the submarine 
submerged without warning, kearing 
the fishermen to drown. The Belgian 
skipper and his.son and three English- 
men perished and only two of the Eng- 
lish crew were saved. 

The aurvirors state that the Ger- 
mans ransacked the trawlers before 
sinking them and carried off every- 
thing of value. The Cerman sailors 


ate biwnits and fish rarenously as if

Much more energy bas been dis- | 
played by the American Government 
in spying out and destroying German — 
nests than has been shown in England 
or in Canada. This is strikingly true 
with regard to the search for hidden 
enemy Gnancial interests, At the pre- 
sent time German interests valued at 
$100,000,000 are in the hands of Mr. 
A. Mitchell Palmer, -Alien Property 
Castodian, and it is said that anotser 
$300,000,000 bas bren logated and son 
will be working for Unele Sam, A 
considerable part of ths vat stun is 
sunk in businesses absolutély essential 
to the war eflort of the United States. 
For instance, the Schuctte Kocrtlinz 
Company, of Philadelphia, is a xreat 
manufacturer of marine valves, and 
if the establishment had been destroy- 
ed’ it would have taken two and & 
half years to replace it. In the mean- 
time American ships would hare been 
hampered, When the Government 
agents walked in on these manufact- 
urets they found in a safe a plan to 
destroy the plant by dynamite, for it 
was known that it was likely to be 
siezed. Had the German owner of 
the business been able to put their 
scheme into execution they would have 
struck a severe blow at the United 
States. 


BOSCH WAS A BOCHE 


Another German.ownel — busines 
that had an international reputation 
before the war is Bosch Magneto Com- 
pany, of Springfield, Mass. Its two 
factories’ big plants are said to be 
worth $7,000,000, They were owned 
almost exelusivele by Germans, al- 
though considerable ingenuity had 
been expended to conceal: this fact. 
The sleuth hounds of Mr. Palmer soon 
established the facts, and! the Custo- 
dian of Alien Property took charge 
The plants are now operating as part 
of the War Office. Whatever profits 
are derited will go to the United Stat- 
Gorernment. The German own- 
ers will receive no dividends, sects 
er at the end of the war they, will = 
their property. back whether it on 
he simply confiwated or sald te Ame’ ri 
can owners and the proceeds handed 
aver to the Germans are questions ret 
in donbt. Mr. Palmer will not, 
course, decide American policy in thir 
respect. hr but he remarked a few days 
ago: “P> wonld’ divorce niterly and 
forever all German capital from Am 
srican industry.”” 


WHERE GERMANS HAD A GRIP 


Inrestigations by his - department 
showed that German contro! of certain 
American industries was almost ¢-am> 
plete.

JACH year brings = certain 


qmount of trouble through 

the feeding of new grain to 

live stock, and in seasons like 
the present when food is scarce’and 
the supply of old grain, has been ex- 
hausted before the freshly-threshed 
grain is ready there is a likelihood 
that'more new grain than usual will 
be fed to the live stock and’ conse- 
quehtly greater care should be exer- 
clsed to avold digestive derange- 


ents. 
| The horse is generally considered 


| a Yittle more susceptible to digestive 

troubles following’ changes in feed- 
ing“ practice than are other classes 
of farm live stock. “It is always well 
to make changes very gradually and 
carefully. ~The main grain feed of 
the horse in this country. is oats, and { 
great care. Hard-worked horacs 
should, if it is at all possible, bo fed 
old oats and the new grain left to 
dry and cure for a few weeks after 
threshing. At any rate to avold colic, 
‘acute indigestion and inflammation 
new oats should at first form only a 
part of the grain ration, being mixed 
with old oats and possibly a litule 
bran and the percentage of the new 
grain gradually increased until the 
horses are on full feed. Sudden 
changes from old to new grain are 
especially dangerous with tho horse 
and particularly with the horse at 
heavy wofk and on a beavy concen- 
trate ration, There of course, a 
difference due to the time of thresh- 
ing. Grain which remaiis in stack 
or mow for several weeks and thus 
becomes dry and cured is not s0 
dangerous as that threshed directly 
from the field or immediately after 
harvesting. 

As a rule heavy feeding of grain 
Is not practiced with cattle and sheep 
on pasture. ‘Where such is tho case, 
however, changing from old to new 
grain should be done with care and 
the substitution™should be, if pos- 
sible, gradual, If the ration must, 
of necessity, be composed entirely of | 
newly-threshed grain it should at 
frat be comparatively Nght and in- 
creased very gradually. 

Pigs usually handle newly-thresh- 
ed grain without much trouble, al- 
though if on very heavy rations when 
Gnishing for market a little care 
should be taken that they be not 
thrown off their feed. Newly-thresh- 
ed grain is dificult to grind fine and 
is not easily stored and large quan- 
| tities of the ground grain may not 
'be stored in bulk as heating and 
musting will result in lowering the 
feeding value of the grain by ren- 
dering it unpalatable and less digest- 
ible. Musty grain is more dangerous 
than clean,-new frain.—Prof. W. 
Toole, Ontario Agricultural College, 
Guelph. 


Get Corn Binder In Shape. 


To handle the corn crop expedl- 
ously, economically, and success{ul- 
ly some kind of a corn harvester is 
an absolute necessity, and it must be 
In good working order. Various 
cheap machines have been tried and 
found wanting, but the corn binder 
has become a anent fixturé on a 
large number arnis in this pro- 
vince. My 

There are several kinds of corn 
binders on the market, and while 
each kind may have Its special merit 
as to the arrangement of its essential 
parts trouble must arise if these 
parts aro not preperly cleaned, oiled 
and kept In alignment. 

The advancing part of the corn 
binder consists of two diverging jaws 
which may be raised or lowered by 
an arrangement of levers. Attached 
to each jaw are two or three travel- 
ling chains, furnished with fingers. 
Their function is to conyey the stalks 
to the binding deck in an upright 
position as the machine advances. 
The chains should not be too loose 
or they will ride the teeth of the 
sprocket and slip down the teeth. 
Machines having packers,—to pre- 
vent cars being knocked off by jam- 
ming the stalks behind the needle; 
see to it that the packers yield 


| 


led. Too many bundles crowding 
the carrier will interfere with the 
binding attachment properly freeing 
itself. Ths knotter and the needle 
cannot do their work efMiciently when 
covered with rust. Polish them with 
tine emery ¢ldth. If tho knife of the 
knolter is dull sharpen it or it will 
cause trouble by pulling the twine 
from the hook before the knot is 
made. As it requires considerable 
power to cut the sappy stubble, and 
not tear It up by the roots, the knife 
should be thoroughly keen, otherwise 
it will clog with grass and weeds. 
The stubble-cutter should also be 
kept In good condition, It is a use- 
ful device, and when rightly sharp- 
ened and adjusted does not add very 
much to the draft. 

Do not depend on a superficial 
examination of the machino to ac- 
quaint yourself If it needs repairing, 
because if’ you do, you will surely 
miss somo small, but vital part need- 
ing attention, If not replacing. 1f 
these break during the busy season 
they will cause greater breakages 
and serious loss, : 

Clean the machine thoroughly with 
benzine, gasoline or kerosene. Go 
over every part of the machine, and 
while doing this you will locate loose 
bolts and worn or broken parts. Oil- 
holeg and wells should be cleaned 
out, and new waste, if required, put 
into the wells. Refill the grease 
cups; in short, renew and repair any- 
thing and everything that requires 
attention. — Prof, John Evans, On- 
tario Agricultural College, Guelph.
